The officiating Octroi Superintendent, Abdul Guffar, was paid at the rate 
of Its. 20 per month, but it was subsequently resolved in General Committee’s 
Resolution Y dated the 21st July 1902 to pay him at the rate" of Rs. 100 per 
month, and hence the difference between the two rates, from 6th January 1902 to 
10th June 1902, was paid during the year under report, which explains the in- 
crease in the cost of collection now, as also the decrease in the previous year. 
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The proposal to transfer the work of Octroi collection on rail-borne trade 
to the Railway at Ajmer, has been negatived on the score of extra expenditure, as 
the Railway asked Us. 3 % on gross collections as their commission, vide this 
Committee’s Resolution No. II dated the 25th August 1902. •

The number of persons convicted during the year under report for offences 
described in statement H. was 860, in 1301-1902 the figures were 2,965. 
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The fines in 1902-1903 amounted to Rs. 350-10-9 or Re. 0-6-8 per head on the 
average, against Re. 0-3-2 in the previous year. I would again observe that 
deterrent fines are not inflicted by the Honorary Magistrates, and this has also 
been pointed out by the Health Officer. Further it has been observed that the 
Honorary Magistrates throw out Municipal eases without justification, some of 
which have already been reported, vide this office Ho. 200 dated the 6th March 
1903. Under section 31 of the Police Act, 235 persons were convicted, as 
shown in the following statement : —

The receipts in 1902-1903 on account of Municipal water supplied («) 
for Railway purposes, and (b) to private houses and public places, was Rs. 
16,250 against Rs. 15,750 received in 1901-1902. The rates to be charged 
to the Railway at Ajmer have since been settled at annas five per 1,000 gallons 
from 1st April 1902 for a period of 5 years, but the difference between the 
former and enhanced rates which amounts to Rs. 2,050, and which has been 
included by the Executive Engineer, Ajmer Provincial Division in the statement 
attached to his report, has not yet been demanded from the Railway. Item 4 
includes the sale proceeds of the materials of the old plant house at Foysagar, 
which fetched Rs. 250 at auction.

Finally, I must acknowledge the unfailing zeal and assiduity with which 
the Secretary, Mr. A. M, McKenzie, and the Assistant Secretary, Munshi 
Gopi Nath, have performed their duties.

Annual report on the water supply of Ajmer for the year 1902-1903. 

:o: 

The water level of the Foy Sagar Lake on 1st April 1902 stood at 12*06 
feet above bed of sluice, representing a capacity of 34*14 M. C. ft. of water as 
against a depth of 20*67 feet and capacity of 107*54 M. C. ft. on 1st April of the 
preceding year. The rainfall of 1901-1902 as already reported was very small 
only amounting to 9*89 inches, and added practically nothing to the water in 
the Lake, so that there w r as a continuous fall of the water level throughout the 
year, followed in the year under report by a rainfall of 16*53 inches which, 
however, consisted mainly of light showers, there being only few occasions on 
which an appreciable 'rise in the Lake took place, viz . —

The result of the rains was a storage of 50*56 M. C. ft. of water from 
a total rainfall of 16*53 inches in a catchment area of 10*2 square miles repre- 
senting a run off percentage of 13*4 of the total rainfall of the year, the effect 
of which was to raise the lake level to 15*40 above bed of sluice on 20th Sep- 
tember which was the highest level attained during the year. 

Owing to the low level at which the water stood on 1st April 1902 it 
was found impossible to deliver an adequate supply of water by gravitation 
alone during the hot weather just before the rains and on June 21st when the 
depth of water on the sluice at Foy Sagar had fallen to 7*80 feet, pumping from 
the Foy Sagar had to be resorted to till 21st July in order to keep up a proper 
supply, the water also being allowed to run in by gravity during the night 
when the pumps were not at work. 

During this period the water rate to private consumers was enhanced 
by Re. 0-1-0 per 1,009 gdlous. 

By the 21st July the water level having risen to 14*38 feet, pumping 
from Foy Sagar was discontinued. The ordinary rates during the year for 
water supplied to private consumers wereRs. 1/8 for 3,000 gallons or less, and 
Re. 0-6-0 per 1,000 for the excess over 3,000 gallons. By Resolution iNo. I. of 
the Proceedings of Ajmer Municipal Committee dated 24th January 1903, the 
rate for water supplied to the Railway has been fixed at Re. 0-5-0 per 1,000 gal- 
lons or fraction thereof instead of the rate of Re. 0-4-0 previously charged. A 
tabular statement is attached showing water levels, capacities, consumption, loss 
of waiter, and income for the year, month by month, from which it appears that 
of the total out-goings from Foy Sagar Lake 39 percent represents the consump- 
tion, and 61 per cent the loss from leakage, evaporation and all other causes. 
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Also that oE the consumption, the Railway tabes about one-fourth of the water 
and pays three-fourths of the revenue, while the town and station consume 
three-fourths of the water and pay one-fourth of the revenue. The highest 
water level attained in 1902-1903 was on 20th September 1902, viz, 15*40. The 
water level on the same date in 1901 was 17*10 or 1*70 feet higher, so that the 
water supply is in a worse condition this year than last, and it will he necessary 
to arrange for pumping the water from Foy Sagar probably from 1st May ins- 
tead of 21st June as in 1901.

From 17th July to 23rd September the 
water rose at intervals till it reached 2*10 on the gauge i. e. above sluice level 
representing a depth of 6*10 inches in the tank. 


On the 31st March 1903 the water stood at — 1*23 i. e. 1*23 feet be- 
Ioav sluice representing a depth of 2*77 feet in the tank. The heaviest rainfall 
was on 20th September viz, 2*55 which raised the water level in Anasagar from 
zero to 2*10 above sluice. On 31st March 1901 level was 7*08 above sluice level. 


The East Feeder did not contribute any thing to the Anasagar. Water 
for the Municipal gardens and Dhobi es ghats has been supplied from the Ana- 
sagar during the year. A little quantity of Foy Sagar water having also been 
supplied between 21st June and 21st July 1902 when pumping was in progress 
and the bed of Anasagar Lake was dry.

RAINFALL. 

During the year under report 17 ‘04 inches of rainfall were registered in 
Ajmer against 13-57 inches last year, the average of the previous six years 
being 18 *67 inches.

WATER-SUPPLY. 

The Foy Sagar water which is the main source of supply to the Ajmer 
City is regularly condemned by the Chemical Examiner as non-potable owing to 
excess of organic matter. The last analysis was made in 1899. 


YITAL STATISTICS. 

The total number of deaths reported during the year 1902-03 in Ajmer 
City and Suburbs was 3156 against 3083 last year showing an increase of 73. 
The annual death rate per 1,000 of population was 42*74 against 41 * 75 in 
1901-02, an increase of *99 

Out of the total mortality the number of deaths among children under five 
years of age was 1294, a percentage of 41*00 of the total mortality, against 
1062 last year. 

Cholera . — •-During the year seven cases of cholera were reported of which 
six proved fatal. The first case occurred on the 7th July and the last on 5th 
September 1902. 

Small-pox . — One death from small-pox was reported. 

Fevers . — There were 1234 deaths attributed to fevers against 1181 last year 
showing an increase of 53. 

Bowel complaints . — The total mortality from bowel complaints was 353 
against 308 in the previous year showing an increase of 45. 
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Births — The number o£ births registered during the year was 1811 
against 1468 in 1901-02, an increase of 343. The birth rate per 1,000 for the 
two periods was 24’ 53 and 19 ‘88 respectively, an increase of 4 ’65 per mille. 

The number of deaths exceeded births by 1345. 


COMPARATIVE HEALTH OF THE CITY WARDS. 

As is usual the least unhealthy is Ho. 1 Ward, and Nos. 4, 2, 8 and 7 
come next in the order named. The most unhealthy is No. 6 Ward followed by 
Nos. 3 and 5. 


VACCINATION. 

The total number of Vacciuations performed in the Ajmer Town and Sub- 
urbs during 1902-03 was 2641 against 2151 last season, an increase of 490 cases. 

Of these 2610 were primary vaccinations and 31 re-vaccinations against 
2151 and nil respectively last season. The percentage of success of primary 
vaccinations was 99‘08. 


CONSERVANCY. 

Rs. 48,038 were spent on public health during the year under report as 
compared with Rs. 58,049 last year. The decrease is chiefly due to less expen- 
diture on conservancy. The Conservancy Tramway continues to be worked in a 
satisfactory manner and the trenching ground is well looked after. 

The amount of solid and liquid filth removed by the Conservancy Tram- 
way rose from 76,90,000 to 82,79,750 gallons. 

The Conservancy carts are still in bad repair. 

Certain private latrines in the city and suburbs have been added and others 
improved. 

Some new urinals have been constructed. 

Covered drains in the principal streets and bazars are very objectionable, and 
should be abolished, open saucer drains being substituted. The interests of the 
shop-keepers, however, stand in the way, and the matter is still under considera- 
tion. 


The huts of the Plague Observation camp near the Railway station are 
kept in good order.

Sir, 

In reply to your No. 431, dated 16th April 1903, I have the honor to 
state as follows : — 

(1) The new lane near the old Usri Gate made by dismantling 

the city-wall is in an unsatisfactory condition and requires 
levelling up. 

(2) The route used for carrying excreta and sewage water is the most 

unsuitable one. The sweepers pass in large numbers all day 
long and especial!}’ in the mornings and evenings along the 
Bazar leading from the Purani Mandi to the foul water col- 
lecting station near the encamping ground, by tlieMadar Gate, 
where 4 roads meet and congestion of traffic is the greatest in the 
city. Madar Gate being practically the chief entrance into the 
' city from outside, it often happens that the foul water chatties 
and carts are upset and the passers by get their clothes soiled. 
The route should be changed and the sweepers should pass by 
’ the other street which goes by the Ramdwara and crossing the 

Nala Bazar goes into Mondri Mohalla and thence on to the col- 
lecting station. This though slightly longer, is a much more 
suitable route, as there is comparatively little traffic. 

(3 ) The Utar Ghaseti lane and one in the Silawat Mohalla are badly 

in need of stone pavements. This matter has more than once 
been reported by the former Ward Superintendent, but evi- 
dently owing to want of funds nothing has been done yet. 

(4) The two public latrines in this ward are of the old pattern and 

are generally in an unsatisfactory condition. Latrines of the 
new and improved pattern should be substituted for these.

I have the honor to submit m 3 ’ report for the last official j’ea'r for the 
eitv Sub- Ward ATo. VI, for incorporation in the Municipal Administration Re- 
port for 1902-03. 

The number of Public latrines and urinals, street lamps and hydrants 
remains unaltered but in the interest of m 3 ’ ward, I would strongty urge the 
neresshy of increasing the number in all these departments. 

The arrangements for removing excreta, filth and sweepings is the same 
as it had been hithertofore and I think it is time now that some improvements 
were made in this direction as it is admitted on all hands that the present 
arrangement is very unsatisfactory. 

The water reservoir “Diggi” was filled with Foy Sagar water as in the 
previous year and was a great help to the public at large. 

The conservancy arrangements at the Tramway Station and the trenching 
ground were supervised by me as before. Many bullocks are without sheds and 
it is hoped that the construction of stalls will be taken on hand as provision has 
been made for this work in the budget estimate for 1903-04. 

Trolty wheels and iron rails, lately purchased, have replaced a lot of un-. 
serviceable ones. Iron carts for the removal of filth and foul water are badly 
required as almost all of them have become quite unserviceable and I would re- 
commend that as soon as funds are available thorough repairs should be executed 
to all the carts as those in use are more a nuisance than anything else. 

During the }’ear under report only 100 unserviceable burners could be 
replaced by new ones with pine-moon chimneys. More funds are needed to 
improve the lighting of the town which is considered indispensabl 3 T necessary 
and it is hoped the Finance SubrCommittee will see their wa} r to allot more 
funds for lighting during the current year.

Sir, 

During the year under report the Municipal Administration, as far as the 
Ward No. VIE, Lakhan Kotri is concerned, has been satisfactory. The streets 
are clean. The inhabitants were all healthy. No accidental deaths occured. 
Very few applications for opening - new privies were made and all of them were 
according to rules. Number of Jharokas applied for was fewer in comparison 
with the other part of tbe city. 

I specially request the Committee’s attention to the roads and the lanes of 
Mohalla, Lakhan Kotri. As this Mohalla is just at the foot of the mountain, 
water spoils the path ways and roads. There are several excavations which are 
not only troublesome, but are sometimes dangerous. I therefore would suggest 
that stone khura may be built. The public latrines at Kumhar Bao and those 
of Silawat Mohalla are very badly in need of repairs. The Conservancy Sub- 
Committee has already pioposed to repair them and I hope the General Com- 
mittee will sanction the amount of Rs- 140-0-0 for the said purpose. 

The water-stands in this Mohalla are very few and if one or two be add- 
ed, it would add to the public convenience. Number of lanterns is not suffi- 
cient ; some lanes require light aud specially for the reason that the read is not 
in good condition. 

As regards the general administration, I have to observe that the sanitary 
arrangements require special attention. The conservancy carts are not sufficient 
to meet the requirements and nuntrof the carts in use are broken. 

To safe-guard’oursclves against plague and such other contageous deseases 
it is very essential that the sewage and the drainage systems be improved. The 
question of doing away with the Birat system may be opened and if necessary 
the Committee may take conservancy arrangements in their own hands and I 
don’t think levy of conservancy tax would be felt hard by the public. 

The cisy and suburban roads also deserve special attention.

Shorgaran and Silavatan Lakhankotri. 

fc) Cleaning and repairs to Kela Bao, Katan Bao and Barbao etc., 
in Inderkot. 

2. The sanitation of my ward is good, as it is properly looked after by 
the conservancy staff.

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Remarks to be embodied in the Annual Administration Report 
FOR THE OFFICIAL YEAR 1902-1903. 


The streets, buildings and absence of any system of drainage on Polikar 
Mochi’s land in Chandbaori Mohalla need special attention. This point has been 
urged frequently, but nothing has been done so far, although the Committee, 
in combination with the landlord, could well afford to incur the necessary expen- 
diture, considering that the land yields a pretty good income. 

2. The street lamps in this locality are also insufficient and there is no 
suitable provision for the supply of water, the Chandbaori generally drying up 
in the hot weather and the hydrant being situate on a comparatively high level. 

3. The Gunda Nidla in Kaisargunj is a standing disgrace. Foul water 
and even filth from the neighbouring houses is allowed to be discharged in it and 
it gives out a most abominable smell. The question of requiring house-owner to 
place proper receptacles underneath their drains was once taken up during the 
year under report. But it was put aside as it was thought that the receptacles 
would be washed away during the rains. The question deserves the Civil Sur- 
geon’s special attention. 

4. The road leading from the Lallbazar to the Cavendishpura is gene- 
rally out of repairs. 

5. The Conservancy carts on their way to the Tramway station pass 
through the road spoken of in para. 4 above. This is a public nuisance as the 
road is very much frequented. The way for the carts could easily be diverted 
without any expense or trouble. 

6. The Serais in Cavendihspura and Kaisarganj are all important, but 
none are provided with proper latrines or urinals. The owners should be asked 
to provide Baillie’s patent latrines. 

7. The grave-yard in Kaisarganj between the Usri Bazar and the late 
Masuda tank is in dangerous proximity to the Mohalla and should be closed. 

8. There is a large number cf ovens and kilas which exist in the very 
heart of -the populated portion. They are a regular nuisance and this should be 
borne in mind in issuing licenses for the future. 

9. The system of removing filth is, in some parts of Kaisarganj, not 
satisfactory. There is no system of Birat sweepers here and the number of con- 
servancy carts plying quite inadequate to the increased population. 

10. Many of the owners of sites that were sold several years ago but 
which were hitherto unbuilt upon are now building upon them ; and the number 
of houses has greatly increased. But the value of house property does not seem 
to have risen.
